Rusiness Men of Macon Starting a 
ble Boom, 

Macon, Ga., February 14—[Special.]—This 
afternoon at 3 o'clock a citizens’ meeting was 
called atthe city hall to consider the fnrther- 
ance of Macon’s iuterest and the fostering of a 
boom ip ovr business affairs. On motion of 
Judge J. C. Harris Mr. S. R. Jaques was called 
to the chair, Bridges Smith and M. M. Folsom 
were appointed secretaries. 

Mr. Lee Ellis stated the object of the moet- 
ing. He suggested, as Macon has been hercto- 
fore without an advertisement, that the citi- 
zens of the town come together and have some 
concert of action. He thought that the sub- 
scription of adollar or two every month, from 
the prominent business men of the city would 
pay fer the cost of printing a pamphlet 
and circulating it in other 
communities, thereby advertising to the world 
Macon’s resources, and inducing foreign capi- 
tal to come here to seek investment. 

Mr. Jaques delivered a shortaddress, saying 
that he thought that what the town needed 
worst was a leader. 

Mr. Lee Ellis then suggested and made a 
notion to the effect that a committee of five 
be appointed, including the chairman of the 
mecting, to c-nvass the city for subscriptions 
to pay for the issuing aad circulating a pam-

Seeding Down Clover and Grass-Something About 
Crayheh end Motes end Mole Rats—Onioas 
and Their Cultivation- Hog to Get 
Bid of Bermuda Grass-Etc., E:c. 


Seeding Down Clover and Grass. 
Farmers without experience touching above 
crops often failin sectiring good stands. The 
first point to be noted is that their seeds are 
very small and will not bear deep covering— 
cannot be put ia with a plow. If they are, 
only those which happen by chance to be left 
near the surface come up; the remainder are 
practically lost. A little clover plant cannot 
stri tch itself up through two inches of soil, it 
wouid becoue exbausted before it reached the 
surface. All seedlings feed at first upon food 
laid upin the seed. In small seeds this store 
of food is very small, hence the seedling must 
begin to get its food from the soil quite early: 
hence, also, the surface soil for such plants 
must be rich in food and finely pulverized, so 
the little delicate roots can permeate it easily. 
Grass and clover land, therefore, should be 
thoroughly barrowed; roller and harrow should 
follow each other until a very fine tilth is se- 
cured. Before harrowing begins manure 
should be broadcasted. For clover seed alone 
nitrogenous fertilizers may be dispensed with 
entirely. unless the ground is very poor and 
destitute of organig matter; in that case, a 
little coiton seed me al iay be app lies di, Sav 100 
pounds per acre.

T., of Huntersville, S. C., wishes to know if his 
stable and cow shed magare would be injured by 
being put up in pens with acid phosphate and wet 
thoroughly, and tramped hard; and I see you re- 
commend the compost to be kept thoroughly 
moistened. 

i wish to know whyit is necessary to moisten 
atall? Last winterI dug up my stable manure 
tolerably fine and piled it all up in one stable 
without wetting, and in a few weeks dug it dow n 
and piled it back; I let two calves stand on it all 
the time, and it was so thoroughiy pulverized that 
I had no difficulty in strewing it through a 
trumpet. 

Stable manure, if properly dry, may be kept 
any length of time without injury; but if it is 
dry and thrown into a loose pile, it will heat 
and become “fire-fanged,” which injuresit very 
much. To prevent excess of heating, it is 
rccommended to dampen thoroughly and 
tramp well. If, after this is done, the haat 
still becomes too great, it may be reduced by 
adding more water. Of course it might be 
cooled off by cutting the pile down and forking 
itover. This would allow the heat to escape, 
but it would allow valuable gases to escape 
also. Forking over a manure pile at short in- 
tervals will regulate the heat somewhat, but is 
always attended with loss. Moreover, if ma- 
nure is dried as fast as it is dropped, although 
it may be fine enough to be nicely distributed, 
it is, nevertheless, green or fresh manure still; 
it has no chance to ferment or rot, and will not 
actas promptly the first year as a well fer- 
mented article will. It is quite desirable to 
put manure in a compost heap and let it fer- 
ment; provided the fermentation is kept within 
proper bounds,

It eats corn and 
other grains, also sweet potatoes, etc. The true 
mole docs not cat grain, but often roots 
its way alopogzows where manure has beem 
put, because insects and wertms frequent such 
places, Of course it destroys Plants also, y 
disturbing their roots, not by eating them. 
We do notknow whether soaking corn ia st -ich- 
nine will destroy its germinating power, rather 
think it would not. Atany rate some extra 
grains soaked in strcyhuine or arsenic might 
be dropped along the row for the benefit of the 
mole rats. The arsenic might be better than 
the strychnine, as it is tasteless and the bit- 
terness of the strychnine might deter the rat 
from eating the corn. Have often seen the 
statement that the castor oil plant will drive 
off moles, but have no well authenticated facts 
on that point.

BROKE HIS THIGH. 


THOMAS D. EVANS FALLS 
‘THROUGH AN ELEVATOR. 


MR. 


He Makes 2 Visit to Kiser’s Storeand When Coming 
Out Mistakes an Open Blevator fora Door—He 
Falls Sevan Feet and Receives Painful 
Injuries.— His Condition Last Night. 


Between 10 and 11 o'clock yesterday morning 
Mr. Thowas D. Evans, of Cherokee county, re- 
ceived injuries which way result in his death. 
He isa highiy respectable old geatleman, and 
isknown by many of the business men of- At- 
Janta, With whom, in years past, he dida heavy 
business. He resides at Trickham, near Can- 
ton, in Cherokee county. He frequently comes 
to Atlanta on business. He is about 64 years 
old, and his weight must be over 200 pounds. 

Abcut 10 o’clock yesterday morning he went 
to see the members of the firm of M.C. & J. F. 
Kiser & Co., at their place of business corner of 
Wall and Pryor streets. He had been an ex- 
cellent customer, amd Mr. Kiser gave hima 
cordial creetipg. He was made to feel at home. 
and‘for half an hour talked pleasantly with 
the members of the firm in the 
store. He bade them good-bye and started 
to quit the place. Instead of leaving by the 
door he stepped into the open elevator and fell 
heavily to the floor below. The distance was 
not more than’seven feet, but the suddenness 
of the descent and the weight of his body con- 
tributed to make the falla violent one, The 
clerks in the oilice did not see the accident; in- 
deed, none knew ofittillthe moans of Mr. 
Evans were heard. The gentlemen in the store 
immediately went to his assistance, and tele- 
phoned for Dr. Westmoreland, who was soon 
upon the spot. He made a hurried but careful 
examination of the old gentleman’s injury and 
did what he could to relieve his pain. The 
examination disclosed the fact that his thigh 
was broken. Mr. Evans was carried to 
Dr. Westmorelaud’s office, where he 
was given every possible attention. 
He suffered considerably. It is thought that 
his injury is a very serious one for a man*ef 
his age. Last night,though suffering acutely, he 
bore up heroically, Members of his family 
have been summoned by telegraph. As soon 
as he is able to travel he will be taken to his 
home. His daughter arrived last night. Dr. 
Howell thinks that he can be removed to his 
home today, perhaps. 

The elevator opening through which Mr. 
Evans fell is provided with a gate, which is 
generally locked, but during the busy part of 
the day it is so muh used that it is not practi- 
cable to keep it ‘locked. ‘The proprietors say 
that this accident is the only one which. has 
happened in their place for fifteen years or 
more.

The Private Detectives Receive a Black Eye 
---Other Matters. 

The board of police commissioners met last 
evening at 7:30 o'clock. There were t 
‘Commissioners English, Martin, Brotherton, 
Stevens, Goldsmith and Chief of Police Con- 
nolly. Mr. English occupied the chair. The 
a lawyer session was somewhat brief. 

The first business that ctme before the board 
was a petition from Messrs. W. 8, Jordan, of 
Atlanta; L. B. Eliott, of Chattanooga, and E. 
1’. Furner, of Fort Smith, Arkansas. The peti- 
tion states as the object of these men that they 
cesire to form a private detective agency, ua- 
der the laws of the state of Georgia, to be called 
the South Atlantic Detective agency, and 
the petititioners pray the board of police com- 
missioners to grant them the same powers 
vested in the police department of the city 
The petitioners were represented by Mr. Reed, 
of Atlanta, 

Mr. Reed attempted to show the benefits the 
city would derive from such an agency. He 
pointed to the fact that the agency would be a 
great help tothe police department in ferreting 
out criminals, serving as watchmen of proper- 
ty, ete,, and bringing all violators ofthe law. 
to justice, and hoped that the prayer of the 
petitioners would be granted. 

Commissioner English took a decided oppo- 
site view, and stated that it was the duty of 
the board to oppose the scheme. It was not 
right, he went on to say, to the citizens of At- 
lanta that their every movement should be 
watched. As he understood the matter pri- 
vate detectives generally were nothing more 
than blackmailers. Then the board of police 
commissioners, in his opinion, did not have 
the power to grant police authority to ind!- 
viduals, aud if it did, the do- 
tectives would continually come in conflict 
with the police of the city. He considered the 
present police force fully equal to any and all 
emergencies that may arise. 

After some further discussion -the petition 
was laid on the table and a committee appoint- 
ed to wait on Judge Clarke, of the superior 
court, and protest against the granting of tie 
charter.

The list then bacame generally 
heavy and slowly yielded until near 1 p.m., when 
the ma: ket responded to extraordinary strength in 
Richmond and West Point, and in most cases early 
losses were regained.

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THE SUGGESTION OF A FAIR RE- 
CEIVED WITH ENTHUSIASM. 
A i 
The Scheme Discussed and Meets With Universa 
Indorsement— An Outline of the Proposed Plan 
— How the Pair Osn be Held-Otner Fairs 
end the Bentfite—What is Said, 


The Piedmont fair is taking shape. 

The proposition is— 

First—That the Piedmont region, a most in- 
teresting section of the country in productions 
and in resources, embracing that section of 
South Carolina, North Carolina, Tennessee, 
Georgia and Alabama, has made wonderful 
progress in the past few years. It embrace 
such places as Asheville, Durham, Greenville, 
Spartanburg, Atlanta, Chattaneoga, Knoxville, 
Nashville, Birm Anniston, Sheffield, 
etc. It embraces the best manufactures and 
the most varied agricultural preducts. Atlanta 


is the center of this Piedmont region, and is | 


the largest and most accessible city in it. 
Therefore Atlanta is the proper place for the 
fair. 

An exposition of the products of the Pied- 


mont section would be equal in special interest 


to the cotton exposition of 1881, while in 
variety it would be the richest exposition ever 
held in the south, 

Second—It is proposed that the Driving Park 
association; which will locate its driving park 
this week, will make a mile track and build a 
club house, and fence up the grounds, and that 
the city will give $20,000 for putting up build- 
ings which will belong absolutely to the city. 
That there be organized an exposition com- 
pany which will guarantee to hold a fair every 
year for five years. 

Third—No plan has yet been arranged for 
the organization of an exposition company, but 
it is thought that about fifty men will be se- 
cured to take five hundred dollarsstock, which 
will make $25.000. This will be made payable 
$100 a year. This will give a bonus of five 
thousand dollars for each fair besides what can 
be obtamed from the railroads, hotels and 
other sources. The gate money and 
saie of privileges in the grounds 
ought to pay the entire expenses, leaving a 
profit to the stockholders. The North Georgia 
association held four fairs in Atlantaa few 
years ago, and paid back every dollar. The four 
fairs did not cost the stockholders a cent. 
Atlanta is much bigger now than she was then, 
and the interest is much greater. By extend- 
ing the fair over the Piedmont region and if- 
cluding the Carolinas, Tennessee and Alabama, 
it could be made a larger and better exposi- 
tion. Thechances are that the stock would 
not only be repaid to the stockholders, but 
would pay a dividend. 

The. active organization of the National 
Poultry. association, the Georgia Jersey Breed- 
ers’ club, and the Manufacturers’ association 
give three organizations that would actively 
help the fair, each taking a department, ‘Tae 
Driving Park association would, of course, se- 
large number of fine horses. [If it is 
thought proper, 100 men ean be taken in so as 
to make the capital stock of the fair $50,000, 
instead of $25,000. 

Celonel R. F. Maddox, who was a valuable 
worker in the cause of the exposition of 1531, 
nid on yesterday, When spoken toabout the 
P.edimont fair: 

“Why, twenty determined men, made of the 
same material that gave our late cotton expo- 
sition such grand success, can easily carry this 
enterprise through. This city, which was 
ouly a few years ago in ashes, with now sixty- 
five thousand people, full of life, energy and 
push,that supports seventy churchos, sends six 
thousand children tothe public schools, can 
now carry to success an enterprise of greater 
megnitude than the late cotton exposition. It 
is useless and a waste of time to discuss the 
benefit that would accrne to each individual, 
from the banker to the bootblack. Our house 
will no doubt subscribe liberally, if it is put on 
a basis likely to succeed, and give every other 
attention we can.” 

Mr. J.R. Wylie said: “The Georgia Jersey 
Breeders club will take hold with a will. 1 will 
personally beceme a stockholderand we will 
do everything we can to make it the grandest 
cattle show ever seen in the south.” 

Mr. Winship and Mr. Hoke who are. onthe 
committee of the Georgia Jersey club, indorse 
what Mr. Wylie said and are enthusiastic. 

Mr. M. C. Kiser spoke in this wise: “I will 
go into it and will be glad of the opportunity. [t 
is a big thing for Atlanta.”’ 

Mr. D. M. Bain said: “You may put me 
down as a stockholder and a worker. Nothine 
can be done for Atlanta that wil! do more gool.

Ammonia is acted upon by the system as a 
foreign and objectionable body, and excreted 
to prevent its action asa blood poison. It is 
in nosensea food, and should never be per- 
mitted to get into the stomach except by the 
advice of a competent physician. It is well 
kuown that water containing ammonia is unfit 
fur drinkipg purposes. Prof. Smith, of Wittens 
berg college, who has recently given scientiiic 
inver tigation to the subject. in writing about 
it says: 

“Ammonia, an ingredient of many baking 
powders, I regard as highly objectionable, 
since it seriously impairs digestion. I have 
examined biscuits baked with an ammoniated 
powder, and have found, as has been repeatedly 
declared, that the ammonia was still there.” 

The eminent chemist, Dr. Doremus, of New 
York, and Pref. Witthaus, of the University 
of Vermont, eorroborate the statement that 
ammonia, if presentin a baking powder, re- 
mains in the bread material; and Prof. 
Witthaus adds: ‘In my opinion a baking pow- 
dcr containing ammonia is much more liable to 
pioduece distprbances of digestion than one 
containing alum, concerning whose deleterious 
qualities eo much has been said.” 

Dr. Price, in a newspaper controversy some 
years ago, took occasion to tell what the U.ji- 
ted States Dispensatory stated about the un- 
clean sources of ammonia. It is not quite as 
bad as that now, but it is made from gas house 
liquor, and this is not savory. The principal 
reason forthe use of ammonia in baking pow- 
der is that it enables the manufacturer to use less 
crezm of tartar and a larger quantity of starch. 
Bread material leavened by baking powder 
that contaips ammonia becomes. dry very 
quickly. Anftmonia is never used 
in the manufacture of the 
best baking powders, and fortunately the pub- 
lic can easily obtain one that is entirely free 
from this objectionable ingredient.
